rounding zoning, but "not in ex­ 
cess of surrounding zoning ” 
The property owners, in a let­ 
ter read to the planning commis­ 
sion Wednesday, asked for R-3 
zoning 300 feet deep from the ho­ 
tel's East Palm Canyon D r i v e 
frontage, barked by an R-2 zone 
740 feet north. The recommended 
R-3 would be equal to the maxi­ 
mum R-2 zoning depth to the 
west, the grouo said 
Depreciation Seen 
The portions of the Biltmore 
property fronting El Camino Real 
R-l (residential) property w a s 
shown on the property owner’s 
niaD as F-l to a depth of 110 feet, 
with a 250 feet deep ring of R-l 
on the north and northeast side 
of the Biltmore property. A “lim­ 
ited R-2” — non-existent under the 
zoning code — was asked for the 
remainder of the property be­ 
tween the R-2 recommendation 
and the R-l deep buffer. T h e 
recommendations would p e r m i t 
addition of 475 units to the hotel. 
Mitzner said. 
George Mitzner told the protest­ 
ing property owners he believed 
adoption of the planning commis­ 
sion recommendations would de­ 
preciate his property "at l e a s t 
$10.000.”

MIDAS PROJECT ALOFT 


Russians Claim 
Another First 


MOSCOW (UPI) - The Rus­ 
sians claim they have come up 
with another "first” — video tele­ 
phone service. 
They say a Muscovite can now 
telephone hio girl-friend in Kiev 
"or his mother in Leningrad and 
see her face on a television 
screen in a Moscow studio. 
The advent of Soviet video tele­ 
phones. timed to coincide with 
the 22nd Communist congress 
here, apparently was intended as 
a demonstration of Soviet techni­ 
cal advancement. The Russians 
claim their “invention” is an­ 
other "first.” 
Informed sources here pointed 
out that video telephones already 


have been tried out in other coun­ 
tries and abandoned. 
The Russians have made the 
coaxial cables between Moscow, 
Leningrad and Kiev available for 
daytime phone use. unless some 
major sporting event interferes. 
The new system works like 
this:A customer in Moscow calls 
the telephone company for an ap­ 
pointment. Then if the call, for 
instance, is to the Muscovite’s 
mother in Leningrad, the Moscow 
clerk will call the Leningrad of­ 
fice which will summon the moth­ 
er to the studio in that city. 
Then the call goes through 
with each party able to see the 
other’s face.

Accusation Made 


By Mikoyan at 


Party Congress 


M O SC O W ( CPI ) - Soviet 
First Deputy Premier Anastas 
Mikoyan has accused former 
Foreign Minister Y. M. Molo­ 
tov of attempting to organize 
a 1957 “palace revolution” in 
the Kremlin, it was disclosed 
today. 
Mikoyan made the accusation in 
a speech Friday to the 22nd So­ 
viet Communist Partv Congress. 
The speech was published today 
in the government newspaper Iz- 
vestia. 
Mikoyan said Molotov pretend­ 
ed to accept the jaeacefu! coexis­ 
tence policy laid down at the 20th 
Congress in 1956 while he actual­ 
ly was fomenting revolution be­ 
hind the scenes with other mem­ 
bers of the so called anti-party 
group. 
Molotov, an unreconstructed Sta- 
| linist. was ousted from his party 
posts along with other members 
of the anti-party group. He served 
as ambassador to Outer Mongolia 
before taking over his present 
post as Soviet representative to 
the International Atomic Energy 
Agency at Vienna. 
At today'* Congress session top 
Soviet theoretician Mikhail Suslov 
said that "nothing can stop the 
advance of Communism” toward 
victory throughout the world. 
Suslov, a member of the Soviet 
Presidium, said the mam present 
ta%k of the Communist partv is 
to create an economy of abun­ 
dance. 
He accused Albanian Commu­ 
nist leaders of "hypocrisy and 
sl&nder” and said the Albanian 
press had published an afabreviat- 
ed and distorted version of the 
Soviet party program. 
He also accused the Albanian 
government of persecuting friends 
of the Soviet Union. 
Like other previous speakers. 
Suslov sharply scored the anti­ 
party group of former premier 
Georgi MalenkoV. longtime For­ 
eign Minister V M. Molotov, for­ 
mer president Kliment Voroshilov 
and other former high officials 
The Congress also heard two 
prominent Asian Communist lead­ 
ers today and both of them tact­ 
fully avoided involvement either 
in the Soviet quarrel with Albania 
or the Soviet "anti-party” conflict 
The speakers were Ho Chi Minh 
of North Viet Nam and Kim II 
Sung of North Korea. Both gen­ 
erously praised the Soviet party 
program for outstripping the Unit­ 
ed States. 
Western observers said it ap­ 
pears Premier Nikita Khrushchev 
is willing to let 1961 slip by with­ 
out negotiating a separate peace 
treaty with East Germany.

Communication Band 


P O IN T A H C l'E L L O , Calif. 
(U PI) — A 3,500-pound satel­ 
lite to warn nl enemy missile 
firings and a piggy-back pay­ 
load of 350-inillion tiny copper 
wires to stretch a new com­ 
munications band around the 
earth were hurled into orbit 
today by a lone U. S. racket. 
The 75 pounds of hair-like wire* 
—which went along for the ride 
on the Midas IV satellite—were 
fired in the first test of Project 
West Ford, a study at improving 
military communications. 
Boosting the two payloads into 
a circular orbit about 2,100 miles 
high was the 99th Atlas intercon­ 
tinental rocket fired so far. 
Two hours after the Atlas 
rumbled aloft, the Air Force an­ 
nounced that both experiments 
were in orbit. The wires which 
will spread out in a month or so 
to form a "tin ionosphere” around 
the world were slightly lower than 
the Midas. 
Project West Ford has been op­ 
posed by many scientists who 
claim the tiny wires, known as 
dipoles, will clutter space and 
particularly make the study of 
planets by optical and radio as­ 
tronomy more difficult. But on Oct 
Oct. 4 the White House gave the 
go-ahead for today’s experiment, 
saying that any further launching 
would have to wait till after 
study of today’s results. 
The Air Force said it would 
take three to four days to see 
exactly how the wires were 
spreading out in space. If all goes 
well, they will be some 1.200 feet 
apart when they form a band 5 
miles wide 25 miles thick around 
the world. 
Preliminary data indicated It 
took two hours and 52 minutes 
for the Midas and the still tightly 
bunched wires to circle the earth. 
The rocket’s glare bounced off 
a layer of low clouds as dawn 
was coming up over the Pacific 
Ocean, creating a weird effect 
like the illumination at a night 
football game. 
The Air Force declined com­ 
ment on whether the Midas was 
launched in connection with USSR 
plans to explode a 50-megaton nu­ 
clear bomb late this month. Mi­ 
das’ infrared eyes can detect such 
explosions and flash instant alerts. 
Both experiments were sent 
aloft atop a 91-foot rocket made 
up of the Atlas booster and the 
Agena B second stage. The Agena 
B, which became the satellite, 
had to fire its rocket, slop and 
then fire again on command to put 
the payloads into orbit. 
The shots came at dawn 5:53 a.

Sub Launching 


KIEL. G erm any (UPI>—The Ul, 
first subm arine built in West Ger­ 
many since World W ar II. will be 
launched today by an undersea 
warfare expert who sank 42 Al­ 
lied ships during the war. 
Naval experts say the 350-ton 
submarine is a “ technical sensa­ 
tion” because of its high speed 
and its heavy armam ent. 
The subm arine, first of 12 of 
its type ordered by the West Ger­ 
man navy, mounts eight torpedo 
tubes and an imposing array of 
electronic detection equipment. 
Although it is powered by con­ 
ventional rather than nuclear en­ 
gines. it is said to be capable of 
remaining underwater for weeks 
—presum ably by using some va­ 
riation 
of 
schnorkel breathing 
apparatus. 
Capt. Otto Kretschmer. who sent 
250.000 tons of Allied shipping to 
the bottom during World War IT. 
will launch the sleek. 130-foot 
U-boat in his capacity as chief of 
West G erm any's amphibious com ­ 
mand. 
Kretschmer. an “ ace of aces” 
among 
w artim e 
U-boat 
com­ 
manders. was called “ the wolf of 
the Atlantic” by the British. 
One of his best remembered ex­ 
ploits occurred on Nov 3. 1940. 
when he sank the British cruisers 
Laurentic and Patroclus in a 
night attack.

By using helicopters, the neces­ 
sity of building two additional 
tramways has been eliminated.

On each 
trip, the helicopter is refueled so 
as to keep the gross weight at a 
minimum. It takes 21 minutes to as­ 
cent to the 9.000-foot level and only 
four minutes after the load has 
been dropped to descent to the air­ 
port. 
Banks says he believes this is 
the first time that helicopters 
have been used exclusively on a 
construction job to air-lift the work­ 
ing personnel, equipment, f ood, 
water and all construction ma­ 
terial. 
The cost of air-lifting a ton of 
material and equipment is estimat­ 
ed at $75. All sand, gravel and 
cement must be air-lifted, pushing 
the cost of concrete on the moun 
tain top to $200 per cubic yard. 
The maxiumum load that can be 
air-lifted at one time is 
1.000 
pounds. Most of the lifts average 
800 to 900 pounds. 
Chief pilot and supervisor of the 
air-lift is Don Landells. He is as­ 
sisted by pilots Jerry Leeper. 
Georffrey Bolton and pilot-mechan­ 
ic John Harrison.
